Large Tanker Rams Coast 


Guard Cutter In Thick 
Fog; Nineteen Report- 


ed Injured 


MANY ARE RESCUED 


New York, Jan. 19—(JP)—Ten 
eoastguardsmen were killed and at 
least 19 injured today in the fiery 
crash of a coast guard cutter and 
a tanker in thick fog off the New 
Jersey coast. 
Many of their shipmates coura- 


geously stayed aboard the flaming 
cutter Eastwind to fight and bring 
under control the fire that threat- 
ened the ship's ammunition stored 
Seventy-eight uninjured survivors 
of the crash were taken aboard an- 
other vessel. 


The collision occurred about €0 
miles southeast of Barnegat Light 
vessel. 


The 504-foot tanker Gulfstream, 
which collided with the East-wind, 
reported she was proceeding to 
New York under her own power 
with an uninjured crew of 42. Her 
bow was damaged. 


The freighter Republic ( of Co- 


lumbia came alongside the East- 
wind and crewmen went aboard to 
help the cutter's crew fight the 
flames, the coast guard reported. 
The collision occurred about 
4:30 a. m. At 11:10 a. m. the 
skipper of a rescue vessel standing 
by reported the flames were under 
control. 


The S. S. Suzanne, one of several 
rescue vessels which rushed to the 
scene through the fog, took 17 in- 
jured coast guardsmen aboard and 
rushed full speed for New York. 
Her skipper, Capt. Frank Boyer, 
of Baltimore, said five were badly 
burned and the others suffered mi- 
nor burns. 


Another rescue ship, the S. S. 
Junior, skippered by Capt. George 
H. Grant of New York, said she 
had 80 survivors aboard, two of 
them injured. 


The ten dead were reported by 


the coast guard. • 


The Eastwind, in the ice-break- 
ing service normally carries a 
crew of about 120. 


Meanwhile, the coast guard said 
a navy fighter plane speeding to 
the' scene had crashed two miles 
off little Macinpongo inlet, N. C. 
A-coasrguard-helicopteff-flying to- 
ward the burning Eastwind was 
diverted to -hunt for the Navy 
plane. Another coast guard heli- 
copter took off for the Eastwind. 
The coast guard said the East- 
wind v/as hit on the starboard side 
opposite the chief petty officers' 
quarters. ' 


The crash tore the cutter BO 
that her ammunition magazines 
-were exposed and firefighters batl- 
ed- in momentary peril of explo- 
sion, the coast guard said.

Veterans1 Bonus Bill Given

Blaze In Big 
Inch Pipeline 
Spectacular 


Batesville, Ind., Jan. 19— (JP)— 
Flames still leaped 20 feet high 
from the Big Inch pipeline at near- 
by Morris today, nine hours after 
natural gas in the artery caught 
flre. 
- 
But the fire was under control 
said a spokesman for the Texas 
Eastern Transmission Corporation, 
operator of the Big Inch and the 
Little Inch lines, adding at 7 a. 
m. (GST) the fire probably would 
burn out "in an hour or so." 
Gas in the line was shut off at 
its source, Long-view, Texas, and 
pumping stations along the line 
were closed down to ease the 
pressure. 
As soon as the fire, which broke 
out during a power failure at a 
pumping station, dies out, engin- 
eers will resume pumping gas 
through the Big Inch, which sup- 
plies numerous 
eastern 
states. 
There are separate pumping- sta- 
tions for each line. 


The gas will be routed past the 
fire scene through by-pass lines, 
laid long ago for just such an 
emergency. 


The fire broke out in a pumping 
station about 10:15 (CST) last 
night from an electrical arc caus- 
ed by a power failure, one work- 
man said. 


The fiames shot 100 feet high 
ar.d were so intense that witness- 
es were uncomfortable on a high- 
way 200 yards away. 
The flre 
spread to the 24-inch Big Inch 
line, but did not reach the 20-inch 
Little Inch line, which also goes 
through the pumping station.

Intense rcund-the-clock sleuthing1 by police today solved the mys- 
tery of who touched off the terrific dynamite blasts which rocked the 
Warren area early last Saturday morning and again Sunday,morn- 
ing-. The blasts caused considerable damage and shattered windows in. 
many homes and churches. 
Held in police custody in connection with the blasts are LeKoy 


Churchill, IS, of 1013 Conewango avenue, and William Howard Han- 
sen, 17, of 17 East Fifth avenue. 


Police said botii youths admitted setting off the dynamite. Both 


said ti:ey hcd done it "for fun" and that they had no intention- of 
harming- any person or damaging- any property. 


Police planned to confer with District Attorney M. A. Kornreich 


today as to the nature of the charges that will be preferred against 
the youths. 
Solution of the case was the result of excellent cooperation be- 


tv.-een Warren borough police, Pennsylvania State Police of the War-< 
ren substation and

county sheriff s office, and credit 
for a job well done is shared by 
all three groups. 
The police had 
only meager 


clues to work \vith following the 
mysterious blasts. They recover- 
ed 75 feat of white 
cord and 


about 15 feet of burned out fuse 
at the scene of the Sunday morn- 
in^' blast at the rear of Beaty 
Junior High School. The tv.-ine, 
however, happened to be> 
of 
a 


special type used by butchers. 
Subsequent investigation led to 
apprehension of 
Churchill 
and 


Hansen, after officers had found 
a matching bolt of twine in 
a 


Conewango avenue grocery store 
operated by Churchill's father. 


According- to statements given 


police by the youths, they were 
roaming- the Beaty lease near Fifth 
avenue extension, just outside bor- 
ough limits last October 10", and 
they had forced their way through 
a rear door into a wooden build- 
ing. 


Inside they found about 70 sticks 


of dynamite, which they said they 
took, along v.-ith two rolls of fuse 
and a metal box containing- 44 
dynamite caps, and hid under a 
pile of brush in the v/oods. 
They said they took about 10 
sticks and shot them off one at 
a time in the woods the same af- 
ternoon. 


Two days later, they loaded 60 
sticks of dynamite in their field 
coats and took them, the statement 
said, to Hansen's house at 17 Fifth 
avenue and put them. In a box up- 
stairs. 


The scene then shifts to Star- 
brick where they admitted touch- 
ing off two blasts during Novem- 
ber 
Jan. 


and a third Monday night, 
10. 
Bundles o± two, three 
and six sticks of dynamite were 
used at this time, they said, with 
the charges being- set on a dirt 
road and near a culvert. 
Hansen told police that Churchill 


had come to his home about 2 a. 
m. last Saturday morning and they 
had wrapped up a bundle of 20 
sticks of dynamite with a clothes- 
line. He said Churchill then took 
the bundle, left the house, and re- 
turned about three-quarters of an 
hour later, telling Hansen that 
he had placed it in a tree near 
Fifth avenue. Just then Hansen 
said the dynamite went off, and 
Churchill left for home. 


This \vas the blast which, jarred 


the East Fifth avenue area Sat- 
urday morning at 2:55 o'clock, 
breaking windows in many homes. 
Investigation later discluosed the 
charge had been touched off in .a 
tree just outside the borough lim- 
its, a short distance from the John 
Swick home. 
Early the next morning1, the 


youths said they took all the dy- 
namite they had left—13 sticks— 
and went to the picnic shelter in. 
Beaty field where they made a 
bundle of it. 
They first thought 


they would place it in a tree in the 
center of Beaty field, but then 
decided to place it in another tree 
along- the creek bank at the rear 
of Beaty school. 


They said they tied the twin* 


to a rock and threw it over a 
limb of the 
tree. 
They th'en 


fastened the dynamite bundle to 
the twine, lighted the 20 foot fuse 
and hauled it up in the tree. They 
said they then fastened the twine 
to a clump of dry grass to hold th» 
bundle up in the tree, and then 
"ran back the way we came,1" 
which was along the west side "of 
the school building, under the 
Third street bridge and across Bea- 
ty fieldf 


Hansen said he just got - into 
bed when the dynamite went off. 
This was Jie blast which rocked 
the Warren area Sunday morning-, - 
which broke windows in St. Paul's 
Lutheran church 
and numerous 


homes in the area surround-Beaty 
school and may have caused con- 
siderable damage at 
the SelMn 
Hatchery, 102 Pennsylvania av- 
enue, east, where 25,000 eggs were 
on hatch in incubators. 


Police said they had recovered 
a section of fuse and the remain- 
ing dynamite caps after Churchill 
had told him where they were con- 
cealed. The investigation will con- 
tinue until 'the remainder of the 
dynamite is recovered. This is be- 
lieved to include 12 sticks which 
the boys said they left in the woods 
because it had become rain-soaked. 
Police also said there were one 
or two other boys present when 
the first charge was shot off again 
at Starbrick last November, but 
they had refused uo go along- again 
because "they 
didn't 
want any 
part of it." These boys will be 
asked to explain their actions to 
police officials.

THE "MIDDLE CLASS" IS DEFINED 


Since Nov. 2 quite a lot of people have said that they 


voted for Mr. Truman because they knew just where he 
stood on every issue. The President's forthrightness didn't 
end with his victory, either. 
For now he has told the 


J>eople where he stands on the subject of the middle class. 


We're obliged for the information, says an NEA edi- 


torial writer, because it has always been hard to recognize 
the dividing lines in our classless society. We've heard a 
lot about the common man from Henry Wallace. But who 
i» he? How many of him are there? Where do they live 
•nd work? How much money do they make? We've never 
found out. 


We've had the same difficulty with the same ques- 


tionc about the middle class. This term, unlike the term 
common man, is not largely one man's property. What it 
means depends on who uses it. 


We've heard about "the great middle class" when the 


•peaker obviously meant that it was the slightly conserva- 
tive back bone of the nation and of the private enterprise 
•ystera. We've heard others use the term when they were 
clearly thinking of thf middle class as a mass of statistical 
anonymity. 


Mr. Truman hasn't answered all the questions about 


this segment of our society. But at least he has put it in 
its economic place. For where •would the middle class be- 
long except in the middle income tax bracket? Thanks 
to the President, we now know that the middle bracket in- 
cludes those who make from $6,000 to $25,000 or $30,000 
a year. 
* 


We would have guessed that the middle class income 


began at a slightly lower figure. But that is because we 
are still inclined to think in terms of the not-too-distant 
past days when $6,000 was quite a respectable annual in- 
come. In those days, you had quite a bit of that six thou- 
sand left even after the butcher, the grocer and the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue had got through with you. 
Why, you could even buy a pretty good house for $8,000. 


But now we know better. We also know, however in- 


credible it may seem, that in this happy income bracket 
there ia still some skimmable cream which the tax man 
will go to work on, if Mr. Truman has his way. 


Since we know this much, we may assume that below 


the 6000 figure lies Henry Wallace's realm of the common 
man. Perhaps the $5900-a-year man can lay claim to mem- 
bership in the petite bourgeoisie, but the rest seem defin- 
itely proletariat. 


Whether the heights above $25,000 or $30,000 are occu- 


pied chiefly by "gluttons of special privilege" is another 
matter. At least they seem to be down to financial skim 
milk, for the proposed tax boost passes them by. And the 
President declined to second the suggestion, once made by 
Mr, Roosevelt, that all net incomes be limited to $25,000 
a year. 


Mr. Truman almost had to pass that one, if only out 


cf gratitude. For on the same day that he v/as putting 
the right class in the right bracket, the Senate was voting 
him a $75,OOQ-a-year raise—with two-thirds of it 
tax 


exempt!
